HIGHLAND LIGHT, MASS., Oct. 17, 


2:00 A. M.—The strong southwest, gale 
of yesterday changed to a heavy squall 
from the northwest and north, which 
continues this morning and holds in its 
grip a fleet of twenty-five mackerel fish- 
ermen and coasters at this point. At 
half-past eleven o'clock last evening, 
the southbound patrol from the High- 
land Light station decried a vessel hard 
and fast on the bar, a mile eoutb of the 
station. The sea was beating over her 
furiously. The name of the oraft could 
not bo made out. The patrol hurried 
luck to the utation for assistance. The 
gale and darkness made it impossible 
for the crew to drag their heavy gear 
down the shore, so a pair of horses was 
sent for. 
They were bitched to the 


gun apparatus and 0-pt. Wortben and 
his men hastened down the beach to 
the scene of the disaster. It is thought 
that the distressed vessel is a fisher- 
man. If so, she has on board a crow 
of fifteen or twenty men. 


THE ENTERPRISE ARRIVES

with the exception of one accident.

Dur- 
ng the re-igu of terror in Ptkin, the 
mpress, recognizing the great favor 
Inch the former minister had with the 
mperor, ordered his execution by de- 
apitatlon.

A Little Girl Has It And The Far- 


ragut School Is Closed. 


Marion Abbott, seven years old, a 


granddaughter of Andrew J. Oeddie of 
No. 2 Wall street, is ill with varioloid 
and the house has been quarantined 
by the board of health. Dr. Cook, who 
in\ estigates such cases for tho state 
board of health, came down from Con- 
cord on Tuesday evening, ia response 
to ft [summons from tho local board, 
and with City Physician Peudor and 
Dr. Dixon (to whose attention the matter 
was first called last Saturday) made a 
careful cx&imnutiou of the little patient. 
It is' a pronounced case. There is 
another suspicious case 
across the 


street, which may turn out to be vario- 
loid, but it is not likely that the dis- 
ease will spread, for every precaution 
is being taken by the local officials to 
conQne'it to tho small area which 'tit 
uowjoccnpies. 


As the little girl has been going to 


the Farragat school, it was doomed 
advisable to order this school closed. 
The sessions will probably bo resumed 
the first of next week. 
The child had 


not been to school for two tweeks, but 
the officials do not proposa to be in tho 
least negligent ia treating a disease 
like varioloid, so they have closed the 
Farragut, not because they believe there 
is 'much danger iu that direction, but 
as a [measure of caution very proper 
under the existing oircumstancfs.

To compare Bret Hurtoand Buffalo BUI 


with each other may at first seem entirely

Buffalo Bill has done it with his wild 


west shows, and in consequence thousands 
of men and women in Europe and the 
uisturu purt of tho United States think 
Uuit the tyiuwU fur westerner is a cowboy 
und that trWfel by stage is fraught with 
ilangor at every stop. Brut Knrte has done 
tomethingr of tho same sort by represent- 
ing the principal characters of far western 
towns as roujih and illiterate, though it 
may be honest, men who use a form of 
speech which one would have to go far to 
hear in any part of the world. 


Quo Is reminded of this by a criticism 


which rccen'tly appeared in the Chicago 
Tribune upon Judge France's little collec- 
tion of ehurt stories called "Pine Valley." 
The critic accuses the author of misrepre- 
senting lilo in Colorado mining camps by 
causing characters to employ what ho calls 
parlor English. Tho author of that criti- 
cism tool; for granted thut tho minors uro 
ignorant of good English, and he probably, 
also thinks that they use u dialect peculiar 
;o mining camps, or it may bo far western 
towns in general. 


While every now and then one oncoun- 


;crs prospectors or miners -who, having 
Ihod isolated lives for many years, have 
ucquired peculiarities of speech, these are, 
is a matter of fact, exceptions. As a rule 
minors belong to tho class composed in tho 
cast of intelligent mechanics, farmers and 
.voil to do residents of towns and villages. 
They have the command of English which 
is possessed by the average person educated 
in « public school, and a greiit majority of 
shorn were born east of the Missouri rivor, 
if not oast of tho Mississippi. 


But in addition there are thousands of 


men living in mining camps and wearing 
tmbitually miners' clothes who aro well 
educated and speak as pure and gram- 
matical English as one can hear in tho 
offices of lawyers, doctors and civil engi- 
neers in any part of tho Union. An au- 
thor would not bo criticised for putting 
parlor English in tho mouths of man of 
this class in tbe cast, and the criticism is 
no loss unjust if the scene of tho story la 
laid in the far west.

reached 40 per cent, of all the bonds 
covered by the law. The treasury has 
succeeded, by exchanges of old bonds 
for new, in putting in circulation about 
831,000,000 as premiums on the old 
bonds. 
Another sum of $22,154,700 


bas been put into the money market by 
the redemption of the extended 2 per 
cents. 


These combined disbursements of 


$56,000,QUO have contributed to keep 
down tho treasury cash balance, but 
have not prevented the steady upward 
movement of tb.6 gold reserve, which 
now amounts to 8238,061 301) 
The en- 


tira gold fund in the treasury amounts 
to 8444,008,708.' 


The demands for currency upon the 


treasury have bem double what they 
were last year, and indicate a tremen- 
dous movement of Ameriaan products 
The total issues of small notes from 
July 1 to Saturday last were $13,145,- 
000. 
The money in circulation has 


risen from about 825 per capita on July 
1 last year to 827 on OctA this year— 
the largest amount per capita over in 
circulation in the United States.

Adulterated Obinoke Tea. 


It Inspires some sort of confidence to 


know that tbe wholesale adulteration 
onco so common in China toas is no lon- 
ger tolerated hero or In America, AVhioh 
xanks as the second largest consumer, and 
chat tho Celestials have themselves partial- 
ly recognized tho injury which theso adul- 
terations worked t& their trade.' But that 
tbcy bavo not completely abandoned their 
old tricks is proved by the fact that our 
own customs authorities find it necessary 
to reject consignments BOW and again for 
heavy "facings," and tbut the American 
customs not long ago rejected u shipload, 
but thero has -certainly been an improve- 
ment since the days when plumbago was 
used to impart a smooth and glossy ap- 
pearance; when prussian blue, turmeric, 
china clay, indigo and gypsum were judi- 
ciously mixed to produco tho different 
shades of blue or groon required; when 
"Uo tea"—mado up of ten dust und sand, 
witb starch and coloring matter to form 
it into small masses and to make it roscm- 
ble genuine gunpowder—was consumed in 
this country to tbe extant of 1,000,000 
pounds a year, ami when sloo, licorice, 
chapparal (specially imported Into China 
trom California) and ash treo leaves, with 
40 per cent of iron filings, constituted u 
respectable proportion of every pound one 
purchased. 


If thu Chinese would but organize their 


tea industry, import modern machinery 
and cease their pranks, they might hope 
to retrieve their position to somo extent. 
Tbe first they can scarcely do. They have 
no fancy for rac.ohmery, and wo ore afraid 
tbe sad lesson of the past 20 years has not 
been properly learned and profited by.— 
London Saturday Review.

Ttiero wasn't tlic 8h,uV>w of founda- 
tion for it, but there was Co much that 
might hove boon trno about it that it was 
onblod round tbo world wherever men go 
down to the sea Ui ships, und for several 
hours it kept hundmls of peoplo on tho 
rack of anxiety. 


About 8 o'clock on the afternoon of Oct. 


14,1891, a bulletin was posted ut tbe Mari- 
time ISschnngo that tho City of Borne had 
foundered off Sc. Shotts, off tho coast of 
Newfoundland. About the same time tbo 
newspaper oflicns got u dispatch from St. 
Holm's, X.F , saying that Sailor Man John 
Bronnan of Hligo, Ireland, had got into 
tlio little town of 'JL'rcpassey that morning 
from Voter's river and had declared that 
he was probably the only survivor of the 
City of Uomo, which hud struck on tho 
rocks and gono down 
Ho wus in such a 


condition of exhaustion that nothing more 
could bu got out of him until ho had had 
tost and nourishment. 


That story was cabled and telegraphed
